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FCC HIGHLIGHTS

. "As tensions have risen in the middle 
east, some hams here in the United States 
have begun to wonder if they might lose 
their operating privileges should war 
break out. "It now appears that the like- 
lihood of amateurs being ordered off the 
air if the United States goes to war in the 
Persian Gulf is small. "This is because 
amateur stations in the U.S. don’t consti- 
tute a threat of interference in the likely 
theater of military operations... "The 
trigger is a proclamation of "War 
Emergency Powers," not a formal declara- 
tion of war. The President alone has the 
authority to invoke these powers. 
(Westlink Report, August 31, 1990). 


On September 19, 1990, FCC adopted 
its second Notice of Inquiry in prepara- 
tion for the 1992 World Administrative 
Radio Conference. The text of the 150 
page NOI (In General Docket 80-554) has 
not yet been released, but it is said to 
contain specific recommended U.S. propos- 
als for WARC-92. Responding to the 
Second NOI will be the best opportunity 
for the general public to express its views 
on WARC-92 matters, but the time for 
comments will be very short. (The ARRL 
Letter, Sept 21, 1990). 


The ARRL has again asked the FCC to 


take action on intentional intruders to 


our HF bands. Cited this time are a pair 
of Soviet stations clobbering part of 20 
meters along with five other intruders on 
17 meters coming from Argentina, China, 
and the Sudan. (Westlink Report, August 
31, 1990). 


Our FCC has formally asked the 
Soviet Ministry of Post and Telecommuni- 
cations to solve an interference problem 
on the 20 and 17 meter ham bands. In its 
message to Moscow, the Commission 
requested assistance in removing the 
interference on 14.024 and 18.125 MHz. 
Stations signing the callsigns URS and 
RKA are accused of the QRM. The inter- 
national assistance request came after 
numerous reports were received from 
concerned amateurs nationwide. (West- 
link Report, August 31, 1990). 
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On August 27, FCC issued three 
Notices of Apparent Liability to Monetary 
Forfeiture to radio amateurs involved in 
confrontations on 20 meters. Richard K. 
Eastman, N5FX, Herbert Schoenbohm, 
KV4FZ, and William Terrill, K2BFI. 
Eastman and Schoenbohm were cited for 
operations on July 16, Terrill for FCC 
observations on August 17. All were told 
"You appear to be in willful violation of 
Section 97.101 (d) of FCC Rules and 
Regulations, in that you operated your 
amateur radio station in a manner that 
resulted in willful interference to radio 
communications of other amateur 
stations." The notices are for apparent 
liability to a monetary forfeiture of $1000. 
The three have 30 days to respond to the 
letters. (The ARRL Letter, Sept. 7, 1990). 


In addition to those listed in the 
forgoing paragraph, FCC issued a Notice 
of Violation to Glenn Baxter, K1MAN, 
for violating Section 97.115(a)(2) for his 
alleged handling of an illegal third party 
phone patch between his station and a 
UB5 amateur station in the Soviet Union 
and, Section 97.119(a), not identifying 
every ten minutes. "Engineers from the 
Kingsville, Texas, facility issued Notices of 
Violation,to William E. Pike, NODCP, of 
Ferguson, Missouri, and to Harold D. 
Case, Jr., WD4PZT of Orlando, Florida, 
both citing violation of rules against will- 
ful interference (97.101(d)).". (W5YI 
Report, 09/15/90 


Ordered to pay a $2000 fine for mali- 
cious interference is Joseph Smith, Jr., 
(WA4RNP), of Bessemer, Alabama. 
Smith was accused of maliciously interfer- 
ing with transmissions on a 440 MHz 
repeater in nearby Birmingham. "A 
Notice of Apparent Liability to a 
Monetary Forfeiture" was issued on 
August 3rd by FCC’s Field Operations 
Bureau office in Atlanta. "In his answer o 
the. citation mailed to him earlier this 
year, Smith admitted that he had been 
the source of the interfering signal. "He 
claimed that the incident was accidental 
and that it occurred due to his oversight

in not monitoring a channel on which he 
was trying to control a remote base...” 


"Having exhausted its lobbying, filing, 
commenting and reconsideration efforts 
for the most part, the ARRL now looks 
to the U.S. Court of Appeals to roll back 
the reallocation of 220-222 MHz to 
private land mobile radio services for 
"narrowband" (kHz) usage. The FCC gave 
Amateur Radio exclusive use of 222-225 
MHz. But the ham community generally 
reviled the reallocation of the lower part 
of the band because other spectrum is 
available for land mobile; because the 
benefits of narrowband technology may 
have been overblown; and because of 
troubling questions in the FCC’s analysis, 
among other issues. Oral arguments 
before the court are scheduled for 
November 16 in Washington." Much of 
the dispute between the FCC and ARRL 


pertains to the FCC’s belief that usage of — 


220-222 MHz is light." Taking the 
ARRL Repeater Directory as its guide, 
the Commission apparently assumed that 
the main use of 220-222 MHz was for 
repeaters and, finding few in that band, 
decided that the band was little used. 
"ARRL pointed out instead that a key use 
of 220-222 MHz is for high-speed inter- 
city packet links which would not show 
up in the Directory. The League conduct- 
ed a 48 hour survey of the band, identify- 
ing 773 fixed amateur stations and 1,1106 
weak signal stations, not including "many 
hundreds" of packet stations."

Report, pages 9 and 19). 


The period for reply comments in PR 
Docket 90-55 closed on September 7. The 
FCC staff now must study the comments 
to determine the consensus of amateurs 
toward a Communicator Class no-code 
license. "Most comments seem to support 
adoption of a no-code license though not 
necessarily the one promoted by the FCC 
and/or the ARRL. "Virtually no one 
wants to see the Novice and Technician 
class licenses deleted. "It’s still an open 
question, however, whether the FCC will 
be able to pay for all the applications 
processing in the service if these two 
license classes are not discontinued. 
"Most commenters who mentioned band 
privileges object to limiting Communica- 
tors to frequencies above 222 MHz."

Late News 


Effective October 1, Canadian Radio Amateurs found their license structure 
revamped and all HF mode sub-bands eliminated. The Department of Communications 
now will issue a single Amateur certificate, with up to four levels of qualification: 
Basic, Morse code 5 wpm, Morse code 12 wpm, and Advanced. 


Holders of "old" Amateur or Advanced Amateur certificates are grandfathered to the 


new Amateur Operator’s Certificate with all four levels of qualification.

Certificate holders are deemed to hold the new AO Certificate with the Basic and 


Advanced Qualification.

HAM ASTRONAUTS REGALE 

LEAGUE CONVENTION. Shuttle 
astronaut Ken Cameron, KB5AWP, told an 
upbeat ARRL Southwestern Division 
convention banquet crowd on August 25 
that he likes the "let’s fix it approach" of 
Amateur Radio operators. Cameron, who is 
scheduled to fly next March, likened the 
Shuttle Amateur Radio Experiment 
(SAREX) to a "grand DXpedition." 


Astronaut’ Ron Parise, WA4SIR, in 
quarantine that weekend for STS-35, 
addressed the convention banquet by 
telephone, noting the efforts of thousands 
of volunteers --. Johnson Space Center 
Amateur Radio Club members, AMSAT 
members, the Amateur Radio industry, 
individual Amateurs, teachers, parents, 
NASA facilities, and the ARRL Educational 
Activities Department. 


Unfortunately, Shuttle STS-35 was 
postponed again, due to a broken “black 
box, and at press time STS-35 had been 
rescheduled for sometime in November. 


Cameron, who will fly on STS-37 (also a 
SAREX mission), entertained the conven- 
tion crowd with NASA slides, comparing 
rolling out the shuttle gantry to erecting a 
ham tower. 


While STS-37 will be a shorter mission 
than the upcoming STS-35, plenty of ham- 
ming is planned. Cameron upgraded to 
Advanced Class at the San Diego 
convention, and STS-37 also has three 
other Amateurs aboard: Flight Commander 
Steve Nagel, N5RAW; and _ mission 
specialists Linda Godwin, N5RAX, and Jay 
Apt, N5QWL. 


Cameron and the ARRL are cooperating 
in the development of lesson plans, in hopes 
of teaching NASA’s “Lessons in Space" 
program on Amateur Radio topics during 
the March mission. 
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More than 850 schools, teachers, and 
parents have requested ARRL’s Shuttle 
Amateur Radio Experiment (SAREX) school 
packets. 


WAASIR hopes to complete another first 
during STS-35 this month - a QSO with the 
Soviet cosmonauts aboard the MiR space- 
craft. This would be one of the mission’s 
first activities after launch, when the best 
windows occur between the orbiters. 


A TALE OF TWO MAGAZINES. Two 
new publications are emerging in the wake 
of the demise of Ham Radio magazine 
earlier this summer. Communications 
Quarterly, to be published by CQ and 
edited by former Ham Radio staff, will 
debut in November. Meanwhile, the first 
issue of Beam magazine already has been 
published and sent free to some 20,000 
licensed Amateurs. 


GUS BROWNING, W4BPD, SK. Gus 
Browning, W4BPD, a member of the CQ 
DX Hall of Fame and one of the most 
prolific of ‘DXers, died August 21 in South 
Carolina, after a long illness. He was 82. 


Gus hit the DXpedition trail in the mid- 
1950s, the ever present (warm) Coca-Cola 
in hand. His heaviest travel lasted until 
the early ’60s: He went out again in the 
mid-’60s, to reactivate some of his earlier 
conquests for a whole new crop of DXers. 


"Gus always kept his cool," says friend 
Stu Meyer, W2GHK, "no matter how wild 
the pileups got.” Meyer remembers Gus as 
a great operator as well as a technician able 
to repair his radios in the most remote of 
spots. W4BPD taught himself to write with 
his left hand, so he could operate two- 
handed on CW. 


Browning operated a radio-television 
repair business and a print shop. He. 
printed QSL cards and for years edited and 
published The DXers Magazine. 
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ARRL Report - Continued 


GROUP’S GOAL IS AMATEUR 
RADIO AT THE OLYMPICS. Amateur 
Radio will be an Olympic Games event if an 
ambitious proposal by a small group of 
hams becomes reality. Spurred on by the 
success of the World Radio Sport Team 
Championship (Oct QST, Pg 43), a plan to 
form a World Radio Sport Federation has 
been announced by an international group 
of Amateurs. 


The WRSF is targeting the 1996 Summer 
Olympics, which will be held in Atlanta, 
GA. 


The International Olympic Committee 
has four main ground rules which a sport 
must meet to be considered for the Games: 

* The sport must be actively practiced in 
50 countries by men and by women in 35 
countries; 

* There must be a sanctioning organiza- 
tion acceptable to the IOC; 

* Periodic regional events must take 
place between Olympic Games; 

* There should be a mechanism to 
establish a world championship. 


The WRSF would meet these criteria by 
establishing an international consortium of 
radio societies, local radio clubs, individuals, 
and corporate supporters. But beyond the 
immediate goal of the Olympics, the 
Federation would seek the general 
betterment of Amateur Radio around the 
world. 


In their Proposal for Discussion, the 
organizers note Amateur Radio’s recognized 
value as a pool of trained operators able to 
provide a variety of communications 
services. They cite a perceived "public 
image crisis" for Amateur Radio, "resulting 
from ineffective, inadequate, or nonexistent 
efforts devoted to self promotion." 


The WRSF believes that radiosport 
events (such as the team championship in 
Seattle) and associated educational efforts 
can be used as a vehicle both for promoting 
Amateur Radio and for recruiting new 
hams.

FCC. ADOPTS WARC NOTICE. The 
FCC on Sept. 19 adopted its second Notice 
of Inquiry in preparation for the 1992 — 
World Administrative Radio Conference. — 
The text of the 150-page NOI (in general ~ 
Docket 80-554) was released during the ~ 
week of Oct 1. Here are the ones known 
to affect Amateur Radio. HF broadcasting 
bands are proposed to be expanded. How- 
ever, none of this expansion would come ~ 
at the expense of the amateur service. — 
The proposals include realignment of the _ 
40 meter amateur band and the 41 meter — 
broadcasting band so the two would no 

longer overlap. The amateur band, world- — 
wide, would be 6900 to 7200 kHz with 
broadcasting at 7200 to 7525 kHz. The 
amateur band would be exclusive except 
that an existing secondary allocation to 
land mobile at 6900 to 7000 kHz would be ~ 
retained. The proposed implementation 
date would be 1 July 2007, providing 15 
years for a smooth transition. By that 
date all HF Broadcasting would be 
expected to use reduced-carrier single 
sideband emission to conserve spectrum.

At higher frequencies, the news is less 
encouraging for amateurs. Reallocation of 
420 to 421 MHz for low earth orbit satellite 
use is proposed. One option being consider- 
ed for accommodation of didital audio 
broadcasting is the band 2390 to 2450 MHz, 
presently allocated for amateur use.

DEFENSE PULLS OUT OF DRILL. 
US. involvement in the Middle East has 
forced a major Amateur Radio-government 
emergency exercise to be scaled back. The 
National Disaster Medical System (NDMS) 
steering committee, acting on a notice from 
the Department of Defense, has canceled a 
full scale drill scheduled for Oct. 10-13, but 
local drills still may be carried out as 
planned. 


In a letter from Peter B. Collis, M.D., 
Deputy Assistant Secretary of Defense, the 
department advised that "Because of their 
respective commitments to Operation 
DESERT SHIELD, DoD...found _ it 
increasingly difficult to provide the level of 
activity this exercise [the NDMS drill] 
deserves and is necessary to support its 
successful conclusion." The letter in 
particular noted that Defense already has 
"canceled or delayed a number of annual 
war games, open houses, and community 
relations programs, in order to meet 
mission requirements in the Middle East." 


One role of DoD was to support 
communications via Military Affiliate Radio 
System (MARS) stations; this work now 
will be carried out on normal Amateur 
Radio frequencies. 


The drill is based on an "earthquake" 
along the New Madrid Faultline in the 
Central Mississippi Valley. ARRL section 
managers will receive more information in 
the next Section Manager’s Letter.

Ham Fair ’90 had 
as its slogan “it’s Our Space, It’s Our 
Paradise," suggesting, according to the 
Japan Amateur Radio League, the themes 
of upgrading license class, making full use 
of new bands, and of the new JAS-1b 
Amateur Radio satellite.

Grafton serves 150 children annually in the areas of 
autism, emotionally disturbed/learning disabled, and mentally retarded/emotionally 
disturbed. Shalom Et Benedictus operates four programs which provide help to young 
people with drug and alcohol problems.

New policies 
and procedures are being developed and will be announced in the next Auto-Call.

"HOW SHOULD WE REORGANIZE THE FRS?" 
by Georgiy Khodzhayev, UA4PW 
(in series on preparations for the All-Union DOSAAF Conference) 


Practically nothing has been done about problems affecting the Soviet Radio Amateur 
Movement raised at various conferences and meetings. 


The management style in the shortwave movement needs a complete transformation. 
Equating the shortwave movement to nothing but shortwave sport is a serious error. 


We have forgotten that from the outset the appeal of short wave was the joy of 
contacting friends over the air, But this is apparently of little interest to the Shortwave 
Committee of the FRS of the USSR, which basically deals with sport. 


Each year the number of radiostations in schools, vocational schools, and pioneer 
palaces is diminishing. It’s better not even to mention the subject of increasing the number 
of women operators. 


The prestige of the Federation of Radio Sport of the USSR and of its Shortwave 
Committee is decreasing steadily, as indicated by comments over the air and at amateur 
conferences and meetings. 


Bureaucracy and red tape still characterize the work of the Shortwave Committee, even 
when deciding insignificant matters. It’s as though they don’t even intend to consider such 
things as new callsigns for stations in the Arctic, Antarctic, and Franz Josef Land. 


Over the last three years, entirely new structures such as "Inter-Radio," the West 
Siberian DX Club, and the "Zilan DX Club" have sprung up. They’ve been fairly successful 
in arranging international contacts such as the Soviet-American meetings on the Volga, in 
the Arctic, and in the Altay [mountains], as well as reciprocal visits between shortwavers 
of the FRG and the Komi ASSR. 


Is the Shortwave Committee capable of managing these new organizations, which 
contain highly competent radio amateurs? Hardly. A process of decentralization and local 
initiative is probably under way. Nonetheless, we need to think about uniting the efforts 
and coordinating the activities of the FRS and the new organizations. In my view it’s 
necessary to form an Association [Assotsiatsiya] encompassing radiosections, clubs, and 
other local organizations. 


We could establish an official executive bureau of the Association, consisting of three 
or four highly competent shortwavers who would carry out decisions and operating on a 
financially self-supporting basis. If each shortwaver contributed, say, one ruble, the annual 
budget of the Bureau would be 35 - 40 thousand rubles. 


It seems logical to reorganize the FRS USSR into a Union of Radio Amateurs of the 
USSR [Soyuz radiolyubiteley SSSR], encompassing three structures: 

e Association of Radioamateur Communication; 

e Federation of Radio Sport [same name as at present]; 

e Association of Radio Amateur Creativity.

"WITHOUT THE RIGHT TO CHOOSE,” by V. Shcherbakov, RA3YF, Bryansk 


After reading the Rules on Radioexpeditions distributed to DOSAAF radio technical 


schools, I concluded that they were written by someone who had nothing to do with 
expeditions or who was deliberately trying to destroy this activity. Judge for yourself. 


First, a document must be submitted showing participants’ callsigns, their sport or 
judges’ titles, category of station, equipment, bands, operating modes, power, etc., to the 
DOSAAF Oblast’ Committee. Who needs this information? 


Second, you have to report who is financing the expedition. What for? Next. The 
agreement of the FRS of the oblast’ to which the expedition is planned is required. In 
several oblasts in the European part of the USSR, FRS members don’t meet for months at 
a time, not to mention DX areas where one or two stations, if any, are in operation. 


The Rules state that permission to operate is given by the GIE State 
Telecommunication Inspectorate [roughly equivalent to the FCC] of the republic or oblast’ 
to which the expedition is going. But permission to leave one’s own oblast’ and transport 
equipment is given by one’s own local GIE, which as a rule requires an agreement 
concerning callsigns with the GIE of the place to which the expedition is going, plus the 
agreement of the FRS of that place, plus an application to conduct an expedition from one’s 
own FRS. It usually takes four to six months to process all these documents. 


To conduct a radioexpedition, 1 think it should be sufficient to present a permit to 
operate on the air. I believe that any citizen of the USSR who is a radio amateur has the 
right, without any bureaucratic papers, to go on the air on USSR territory with his own 
callsign, followed by the prefix of the oblast’ where he’s operating from. 


The amateur should also receive his permit to transport equipmént and his callsign © 


from the GIE at his place of residence, processing all of his documents within 3 to 5 days. 


As things stand, amateurs wishing to engage in radiotourism are deprived of their right 
of free choice. 


The permit to operate on the air, issued by the GIE, should be equally valid on all 
USSR territory. 


"SECRETS OF THE ’ANOMALOUS ZONE,” by Konstantin Kh. Khachaturov, UW3AA 


The invitation to join, as radio operator, an expedition being readied to go to the 
"Perm’ Anomalous Zone" -- the place about which many gripping stories have been told 
recently -- was unexpected and enticing. The goal of the expedition was to investigate 
unusual phenomena in the "zone." 


The Soviet QRQ Club decided to strengthen the shortwave amateur radio aspect of the 
expedition by operating 4L1QRQ/9 under the flag of the U-QRQ-C. 


We were in a hurry to socialize as soon as possible with the "boys" [rebyata], as they call 
the possible inhabitants of UFO’s here. 


We reached the appointed place after it had gotten completely dark. Ona meadow next 
to an old log cabin, someone was chopping firewood. "Aleksey" introduced himself and 
invited us inside. By candlelight, he told he was from Vladivostok, belonged to an UFO

section, took leave, and came here. He hadn’t seen any "saucers" ["tarelki" - "plates"] so far, 


but last night he approached the edge of the meadow and had flashed around with a 
lantern. In reply, "they" had flashed back with something. 


I kept thinking -- will the transceiver operate, will the "boys" allow it to go on? Td 


been warned that photographic equipment didn’t work in the "zone" and that receiver 


frequencies would arbitrarily change; if equipment failed to work one should quietly go to 
sleep -- by morning it would correct itself.

But the transceiver came on okay. We were inclined to attribute the clarity of the 
airwaves to "their" kind disposition toward us. On the first try I got Vladimir, UA3LCR, 
from Smolensk who gave me 579. Thus heartened, I found a clear spot and called CQ; a 
normal radioexpedition type of operation began. 


Members of the U-QRQ-C kept watch. Aleksandr, UA9FHJ, and Viadimir, UA9FHO, 
from Kungur, and Yuriy, UV9FJ, from Perm’, organized a net on 80m. 


For no reason at all, the generator stalled on me. The specialists checked everything, 
to no avail. Next day, the whole "zone" was talking about the generator episode. Resorting 
to means appropriate to the occasion, each of us uttered the following to himself: "Permit 
us, please, to start the generator, we need it badly." A turn of the handle, and ... out of the 
muffler flowed some sort of black liquid. We carefully examined the generator and 
discovered a bolt whose purpose was unknown to us. We unscrewed it and poured in this 
liquid. With a half-turn, the gasoline generator started up. Excited voices rang out: 
"Look, ’they’ are here, ’they’ heard us." 


Late one evening two light-blue flames appeared on the side of my cabin. In the 
morning it turned out there were fresh traces of a "Buran" ["Blizzard," possibly some sort 
of vehicle] and lanterns were attached to several trees. In these places, only professional 
hunters travel in "Burans." Why a hunter came there incognito and why the lanterns were 
left on the trees is anybody’s guess. 


In the Saturday U-QRQ-C NET, everyone came in fine, even Tony, N7BG, and 
Aleksandr, 4K4AB, wished us success and asked for a QSL card for the "UFO" Certificate.

General Curtis E. LeMay - K6EZV (formerely K4RFA when he was in the local area) 
died of a heart attack in California on October 1. He was 83. He was well known to 
the old timers in the Washington area as a very active and supportive Amateur. He was 
also known as being primarily responsible for promoting the use of Single Side Band in 
the Air Force communications. In 1948 he became commanding general of the Strategic 
Air Command (where he became known as "Old Iron Pants") and was promoted to Air 
Force Chief of Staff in 1961. He retired in 1965. LeMay had a colorful career during 
WW-II and, among many things, is credited with pioneering precision daylight bombing 
and directing and leading the Berlin Airlift. 


James E. Bush, KAS3IDY of Clinton, Maryland, died of congestive heart failure on 
September 2. He was 72. Bush was an active Amateur and a member of the Southern 
Maryland Amateur Radio Club. He served in the Navy during WW-II and participated — 
in combat operations in the Philippines and Okinawa. In 1948 he came to work for the 
Naval Research Laboratory and worked on the Vanguard rocket project. When NASA 
was created in 1959 he went to work at the Goddard Space Flight Center and designed 
various components of satellites. . He received an Apollo Achievement Award for 
contributions to the first moon landing in 1969. He retired from NASA in 1970. 


Theodore R. McCartney - W3TFJ of Annapolis, Maryland died of liver ailments on 
August 29. He was 76. In 1940 he came to work for the Federal Communications 
Commission and was assigned to Hawaii. In 1950 he was transferred back to 
Washington and worked here for 16 years. In 1966 he joined the Federal Aviation 
Administration and worked on construction of airport communications facilities in 
Syria, South Korea and North Africa. He retired in 1975 and later moved to Annapolis.

HISTORY IN OUR OWN BACK YARD! 
In December 1900, the very first voice 
signals over radio were sent and received 
at Cobb Island, a small island in the 
Potomac river at the south-east corner of 
Charles County. A historical marker 
plaque entitled "Milestone in Radio 
History" marks the location of one of the 
two stations used. 


In December 1900, two professors 
from the Western University of Penn- 
sylvania (now U. of Pittsburgh) sent and 
received from the island the first voice 
radio signals between two stations, a full 
year before Marconi sent the letter "S" 
across the Atlantic. 


According to research done by N4ITE, 
the two men, Reginald Fessenden and 
Frank Very, were working on a project for 
the weather bureau to develop a radio 
system to improve weather forecasting. 
Since they needed a location in which 
they could carry out their work in secrecy, 
they chose Cobb Island, where some of 
Mr. Very’s relatives had a summer home. 


Next month will mark the 90th 
anniversary of this event, and SMARC 
will commemorate the occasion by run- 
ning a special event station at the site of 
these historic experiments. The present 
owners of the island home, Charles and 
JoAnn Chapman, have graciously offered 
to help us with this event. On December 
1st and 2nd, special event. station KF3T 
will operate from Cobb Island. Look for 
us in the General phone bands on 75 
through 15, Novice phone band on 10. A 
handsome certificate will be available 
(SASE, please). Many thanks to Bill 
Rogers, N4ITE, for doing all the research 
and legwork on this project. 
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Other recent SMARC operating events 
have included JOTA stations at Boy Scout 
Camporees for two local Boy Scout 
councils set up at Andrews Air Force Base 
and in Cheltenham, MD, and special event 
station W3USS operating on St.Clement’s 
Island for the Blessing of the Fleet in 
October. 


A September fox hunt was won by the 
WA3YUV - KA3VNI team. They found 
KD38FO and N4QWK hiding out in 
Temple Hills less than 25 minutes after 
the start of the hunt. By the time this 
issue is out, they probably will have been 
the fox on our next hunt which is liable 
to happen any weekend.
